The Chinaman and other gunman 
then entered and shot Taylor, while 
Fields and the woman remained in 
the machine, he said.

“Professor” Helmuth P. Holler, founder of the Oriental “Uni­ 
versity,” Washington, D. C., and vendor of hundreds of costly 
but easily obtained degrees in its seventeen years of existence 
under a Virginia charter, was arrested Monday and arraigned be­ 
fore a United States Commissioner on a charge of violating the 
postal regulations. 
He was held in 
$3000 bail for a further 
hearing March 1. 
Prominent educators throughout the country had protested 
against the ease with which degrees were obtainable at the Ori­ 
ental. whose “classrooms” are advertised as located in a residence 
at 1702 Oregon Avenue, Northwest. 
In reality, Holler and his 
family occupy that portion of the house that is not a storage 
room for literature which contains imposing “faculty' lists” and; 
“student lists.” 
Inquiry proved many of his 
“faculty” 
and 
“pupils” were unaware of their connection with the Oriental! 
University. 
Educators in America became alarmed at the reports of pro­ 
miscuous degree granting, and grew’ apprehensive for the good 
name of the American institutions of higher learning abroad.. 
Savants in Washington recalled former inquiries about Holler. 
They characterized him as a fanatic on the subject of theomonism, 
a little religion invented by him and said to have a few’ apostles in 
the District. It was learned the degrees of “D. D.” and “LL. D.” 
were granted principally for a short study of theomonism and 
“M. D.” was bestowed for mastery of his course in “theomonis- 
tic healing.”

heavily. 
The word panic implies 
risk 
and 
suggests u lu lation . Farming ha* its 
speculativ^^lement, and the farmer 
must speculate on weather conditions 
and world supply and demand wheth­ 
er he will 
or 
no. 
To 
minimize 
speculative element is the endeavor 
of the Department of Agriculture, ti*- 
county farm bureau, and other farm 
organizations. To fortify the farmer 
against the vicissitudes of his trade 
should be the effort of the nation’s 
bankers, aided by the government and 
the farmer himself. 
The banks have carried a heavy 
lead of farm paper during this “p'nic" 
but they have not proved^ themselves 
equal to the emergency needs of the 
situation. The War Finance corpor­ 
ation has done good work, but it is 
not a 
permanent institution. What 
the country needs is an extension of 
the banking system that will provide 
the farmer with abundant credit on 
term.* suited to the length of his pro­ 
ductive season and turnover. 
If he 
needs money for nine months to plant 
wheat or for three 
yejirs to raise 
livestock, he should not have to sign 
a 90-day note, perhaps at six or sev­ 
en per cent interest—not to mention 
8 and lOl—and lay himself open to a 
possible refusal by the hanker to re­ 
new the note again and again, as is 
necessary when crop returns are long 
delayed.
